NARRATIVE 


On 4/7/2016 at approximately 0959 Hours I was on duty in full police uniform at 850 Bryant Street, Hall of Justice, for 
court administrative purposes when I heard a high priority call for service of a person armed with a knife get 
broadcasted over my PIC radio. 

Dispatch advised that a Latin male adult, late 30-40's, medium built, 5'8", red soccer shirt and blue jeans appeared to 
be mentally disturbed. The subject was on Shotwell Street between 17th Street and 18th Street waving a large 
kitchen knife. Shortly after this broadcast, dispatch advised that the subject was walking back and forth, closer to 
18th Street not waving the knife at anyone in particular. The knife was described as having a 10-12 inch blade. 

-mf 

At 0959 hours, Officer Mellone #4249 (3D11 A) responded code 3 as a solo officer to this call for service. Sergeant 
Kaprosch (3D140) immediately acknowledged Officer Mellone’s emergency response. At this time numerous other 
Mission District patrol units responded to this area to assist. 

At 1000 hours, Officer Mellone arrived on scene and advised dispatch that he had an extended range impact 
weapon (E.R.I.W.). Upon arrival Officer Mellone canvassed the area and advised dispatch that Shotwell Street from 
17th Street to 18th Street was clear and that he'd be checking beyond 18th Street. 

Dispatch then advised PD units that the subject was possibly near the last tent on the block closer to 18th Street. 

At 1002 hours Sergeant Steger advised dispatch that he was being directed to 18th Street by a HOT Team member. 
Officer Mellone then came over channel A-4 and called for a "Code-33" which alerted units responding and listening 
the radio traffic, to clear the channel and that he had an emergency. Officer Mellone advised dispatch that he was 
being challenged by one subject with a large kitchen knife, At 1004 hours Officer Mellone notified head quarters that 
shots had been fired midblock on Shotwell Street between 19th Street and 18th Street and that Officers are okay. 
Officer Mellone advised dispatch that several ERIW rounds had been deployed, the suspect did not go down and 
that the suspect charged at PD units with the knife in hand. Officer Mellone then reiterated this again to dispatch.

At 1006 hours Sergeant Aloise #1303 (3D170) established an Incident Command Post (ICP) at the intersection of 
19th Street and Shotwell Street. Upon arrival at the scene Sergeant Aloise asked Officer Mellone and Sergeant 
Steger the "Public Safety Questions" off an (E7) SFPD 544 Card.

I then heard 3D11A (Ofc Mellone) call for a code 33 stating he was being "challenged by one with a large kitchen 
knife." I continued my response when I heard, "Shots Fired" from Sgt Steger. I also heard that several ERIW rounds 
had been deployed and the suspect did not go down and the suspect charged at officers with the knife. I arrived on 
scene shortly after. ^ 

an to the mid-block of the 400 block of Shotwell which is in between 18th St and 19th St. There I noticed a male 
-aspect lying on his back, with a large kitchen knife in his hand. Sgt Steger was attempting to administer aide to the 
suspect. 1 also noticed Sgt Steger had his foot on the suspect's hand that was still holding the knife. I then saw Ofc 
Perez #4183 remove the knife from the suspects hand for officer safety. The knife was moved a short distance away. 
Other officers arrived on scene and they helped administer aide to the suspect. 

I set up a command post at 19th St and Shotwell St. There I directed officers to set up a crime scene and for an 
officer to start a crime scene log. I also directed other arriving units to canvass the area for potential witnesses and to 
find any surveillance video.

The crime scene was from 18th St and Shotwell to 20th St and Shotwell, from 19th St and South Van Ness Ave to 
20th St and Folsom St., with an inner crime scene from 19th St and Shotwell to 18th St and Shotwell St.

Sgt Steger 
stated that he used his department issued .40 caliber Sig Sauer. Sgt Steger stated he shot in a southern to westerly 
direction. Sgt Steger stated there were three witnesses to the incident and they were standing at the corner of 19th 
and Shotwell. Sgt Steger also stated there were potential witnesses inside a homeless encampment. I had Ofc 
Gerrans stand by with Sgt Steger and then transport him to Mission Station. 

I asked Ofc Mellone the public safety statements. Ofc Mellone stated there was only one suspect and the crime scene 
was mid-block op Shotwell St. Ofc Mellone described witnesses at the homeless encampment next to the crime 
me.
